Unless Fire Chief C. C. Styron recon- 
siders his present determination not to 
quit while under fire, the only way his 
ouster can be effected is by conviction 
after a trial by City Council. 

That may be a tedious and unpleasant 
process. 

Meanwhile, the efficiency of the Fire 
Department—already at a dangerously low 
point because of Chief Styron’s poor ad- 
ministration—will suffer even more. Lives 
and property are at stake. 

The evidence against Chief Styron is 
strong. Two technical organizations—both 
completely disinterested in personalities 
and utterly free of political ties—have 
charged him, in effect, with incompetence. 
The general charges are backed by a bill of 
particulars on failures at the Masonic Tem- 
ple fire. And the public’s memories of the 
Winecoff and Cable Piano fires are still 
fresh. 

Charges of the National Board of Fire 
Underwriters and the Southeastern Un- 
derwriters Association did not strike like 
a bolt out of a clear sky. There long have 
been reports that all was not well in the 
Atlanta Fire Department. Conditions there 
have been the deep concern of those in- 
terested in adequate protection for the city. 
The hove was that Chief Styron would re- 
tire, thereby making possible the much- 
needed reorganization with no unpleas- 
antness. 

Chief Styron’s refusal to withdraw 
gracefully, however, points to the urgent 
need for remedying the conditions under 


which he was employed. The city charter 
provides that the fire chief shall serve for 
life on good behavior and efficient serv- 
ice. It is obvious Chief Styron does not 
mieet the latter specification. But his re- 
moval can be effected only by a long- ° 
drawn-out trial. It is inevitable that deeper 


‘animosities will be stirred. Morale among 


fire depirtment personnel will suffer. And 
protection will be at a lower ebb than ever. 
This charter provision is aimed at pre- 


venting ‘the political dismissal of an effi- 


cient fire chief. But we now are finding 
the rule also works the other way. 

The competence of a fire chief is easily 
recognizable. His ability is written in the 
life and property loss record as well as the 
periodic reports of the underwriters’ or- 
ganizations. However politically inclined 
they might be in the future, the Board of 
Firemasters and the Mayor would hesi- 
tate to dismiss a capable fire chief. The 
public would not tolerate it. 

We earnestly recommend that before 
another fire chief is permanently employed 
the city charter be revised to permit easier 
removal. 

Surely the Board of Firemasters and 
the Mayor are able to determine the quali- 
fications of a fire chief. 

Atlanta faces the prospect of being sad- 
died perhaps for some time with a fire 
chief who has lost the confidence of those 
best qualified to judge. We ought to take 
steps now to change the law responsible 
for this unhappy dilemma. We can’t have 
it happen again. 


Goy. Persons and a Wicked City 


Being a man of integrity, Gov. Gordon 
Persons of Alabama could not long *tol- 
erate the hoodlums, gamblers, bug-runners 
and other vermin infesting Phenix City 
and blackening the name of the whole 
state across the front pages of the nation. 


Governor Persons has moved, without 
too much fanfare but with considerable 
success, to clean up the town that fell into 
the clutches of the scum. So far had Phenix 
City fallen that efforts of local citizens to 
effect a housecleaning were openly derided 
at a town mass meeting. 


In response to an appeal of a group of 
respectable citizens, the governor prom- 
ised help. He didn’t go overboard with 
pious pledges quickly forgotten. A 25 per 
cent improvement in a vear, he said, was 
about all Phenix City could hope for, so 
firmly had it become captive of the under- 
world.

As neighbors who dislike a bawdy house 
next door, Georgians commend Governor 
Persons. We trust he does not ease up. 
The inhabitants of the gutters are quick 
to worm their way underground when the 
heat is applied, and just as quick to re- 
appear on the Surface when things cool off. 
If down long enough, though, they either 
suffocate or crawl to a new hole some- 
where else. All decent people in Georgia 
join with the decent people in Alabama 
to hope Governor Persons keeps the heat 
on full force.

A Rumpus That 
Was Absurd 


WASHINGTON—The rumpus raised in the 

Senate Far Eastern policy investigating com- 

mittee over whether Gen. Omar Bradley should 

be compelled to reveal confidential conversations with the Presi- 

dent regarding the MacArthur dismissal shows the .extent to 

which men’s minds may be warped by partisan strife in times of 
stress. 

Normally such an incident never would have occurred. That 
it was permitted to arise at all may be marked down to the 
emotionalism that has been exhibited throughout the country 
since the beginning of the spirited controversy brought by the 
President’s removal of Gen, Douglas MacArthur as Far Eastern 
commander. 

Led by Sen. Alexander Wiley, Republican of Wisconsin, cer- 
tain members of the joint committee wanted to compel General 
Bradley to betray a trust by revealing what had been said in 
confidential conferences between the President and his top mili- 
tary and political advisers. 

General Bradley, head of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, had been 
perfectly willing to tell the committee of the conclusions reached 
in the White House conferences and the reasons advanced for 
relieving General MacArthur of his command. But he balked at 
going into intimate details of the private somvenTnpiney. 


When Sen. Richard B. Russell, se EE of the 
Sustained committee, upheld the right of Bradley to with- 
hold such testimony, an effort was made to have him overruled. 
The committee later sustained the chairman in his ruling by a 
vote of 18 to 8. 

To the credit of Republicans, it may be said that half their 
representation on the joint committee voted to uphold the ruling 
Also it is noteworthy that two Democratic 
members of the group voted with the minority as a means of 
avoiding the appearance of a partisan split on the question. 

Thus, some semblance is left of a nonpartisan investigation, 
although it must be apparent to any seasoned observer that politics 
has been the major theme behind the whole inquiry from the 
start. 

Further credit should be given to Sen. Wayne Morse, Re- 
publican of Oregon, for bringing the issue to a head. Those who 
raised it would have been content to let it drag along, but the 
Oregon senator, a keen student of law and a former dean of a 
law school, thought it was too important to let pass without 
affirmative action. He therefore forced the committee to take a 
vote on the Russell ruling. 

The very idea of a congressional committee séeking to intrude 
itself into the private, confidential conferences of the President 
is absurd, of course, on the face of it. Under our system of gov- 
ernment, Congress has no more right to do that than the Presi- 
dent would have-¢o imsist on a congressional committee turning 
over to the White House a complete report on some meeting held 
in executive session. : 


By the same token, Congress might insist on 
Court Secret the Supreme Court turning over the minutes 
of one of its judicial conferences at which some important litiga- 
tion was decided. , 

It remained for Sen. Tom Connally, the salty-tongued Texan, 
to put the matter in its proper ridiculous light. He said if Con- 
gress had the right to compel General Bradley to testify to his 
confidential ,conversations with the President, then it could also 
bring before it any White House caller and force him to reveal 
the subject matter of his talks with the Chief Executive. 

The whole Wiley thesis was fantastic. Perhaps the most 
charitable thing that can be said of him and the others who took 
his side seriously is that he was beside himself with excitement, 
partly brought’on by the fact that General MacArthur is a native 
of his home state. When the general himself was before the com- 
mittee, he also refused to discuss similar confidential conversa- 
tions with Mr. Truman on Wake Island, and no effort was made 
to compel him. 

Since then Mr. Truman himself has revealed all and more 
perhaps than General Bradley could have testified to, had he 
been willing, which further reduces the whole incident to an 
absurdity.

Indeed, one of 
the. doctors, a throat specialist, 
allowed me to bfeed and suffer 
daily pain for four months after 
removing these-tabs, even dis- 
missing my suspicion of cancer 
with the announcement that 
“eancer doesn’t bleed or cause 
pain.” 


Following an intensive 
course of irradiation, it was 
agreed that my disease was 
under control: my voice had 
returned to normal, I had 
picked up weight, and the 
worst I had to look forward to 
was periodic examinations 
during the next five years. 


Then, almost overnight, the 
* malignancy flared. My deteri- 
‘oration was swift, my enemies 
were back in vicious force—the 
the anemia, the 


hoarseness, 
bleeding, the pain. 


On Oct. I, last year, I en- 

’ tered Memorial Hospital, New 
York, scarcely able to breathe— 
in fact, with little time left to 
Since then I have had 


breathe. 
' geven operations, one of them a 


total laryngectomy; two courses 
of X ray; and several minor 
excisions. Also among the op- 
erations was a dissection of the 
right side of my neck—the re- 
moval of a major section, along 
with the cord. My voice has 
gone forever, as well as my sense 
of smell. And for séven months 
I have been feeding by tube, 
without taste—through a throat 
that lies open beneath its dress- 
ing. 
And the end of all this? 


AT PRESENT I am in an ar- 
rested stage of plastic surgery. 
A pedicle has been built upon 
my chest—a tube of my own 
flesh. One end of it has been 
swung upward and attached to 
my neck; thus it is kept alive 
and healthy until, after three 
more stages, it will be used to 


block off my pharyngeal cavity — 


and give me a new throat. 


When “his is done, I shall 
be’ able te feed by mouth 
again; and I shall go te a 
speech hospital where I may 
learn to talk artificially. 


But before this skin grafting 
can be resumed, there is an af- 
fected area that must be cleared 
up—malignant spots that have 
recurred. Again the X-ray ma- 
chines are at work, and all the 
resistance and vitality I can 
summon. 

Meanwhile, another therapy 
has joined in this fight. 

Work. Almost daily I ply my 
trade; putting words together 
that seek to bring some illusion 
of beauty—for others and for 
myself—to a world afflicted. 
Since last October my output 
has far exceeded similar periods 
when I have been well and 
whole. I say this not so much 
with pride in my own spirit as 
in the spirit of those whose love 
and encouragement have sus- 
tained me—and the spirit of the 
valiant cancer specialist who has 
championed my cause. 


As I, write this, it seems to me 
I have not lost my voice at all; 
for what has gone in sound has 
been replaced by an increased 
creative force within me. I 
pray that you may hear the 
voice which I hear now, that 
speaks from deep inside me:

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‘I Know My Rights’ 


For nearly 70 years before the Civil War, 
Georgia was noted for her rebellious atti- 
tude when her state rights were tampered 
with and her readiness to walk out of the 
Union if that became necessary to protect 
those rights. When the U. S. Supreme Court 
ruled in 1793 that an individual had the right 
to sue a state, the legislature was so incensed 
that a bill was imtroduced to hang anyone at- 
tempting to enforce this judgment and official 
threats to secede were freely voiced. Georgia 
had refused to even defend herself before the 
high court. In another instance when Georgia 
gave her western lands (from which the states 
of Alabama and Mississippi were created) to 
the United States, the deal was made with the 
understanding that the Creek Indians would 
bé removed from the state at the earliest pos- 
sible moment. The Federal Government was 
all tangled up in red tape even in those days, 
and it was still stalling 20 years later when 
George Troup was élected governor. A man 


of. fiery temper, he demanded in no uncertain 
terms to President Monroe, that the promise 
be fulfilled without further delay. While the 
controversy was in progress, John Adams suc- 
ceeded Monroe as President and disclaimed 
the agreement and forbade .Gov. Troup to 
allow a survey of Indian lands to be made. 
Troup was furious. He told the legislature 
that the time had come to secede if necessary 
and ‘ordered a general muster of the state 
militia. President Adams, horrot-stricken at 
the possibility of a civil war within the young 
republic, attempted to pacify Troup with an- 
other treaty and when this failed, threatened 
to use the U. S. Army. It was then that Gov. 
Troup wrote the Secretary of War saying that 
any move of this kind on the part of the Fed- 
eral Government would be considered a mili- 
‘tary invasion of the State of Georgia and “you 
will be considered a public enemy.” His troops 
were ready to march. President Adams backed 
down and ordered all Creeks from Georgia.

The Atlanta Constitution, which won a Pulitzer Prize in 1931 
' for exposing municipal graft, teed off on the Pulitzer-Prize com- 
_ tmittee for this year’s awards. With a hard look at the six 1950 
' awards for international reporting and the two for meritorious 
public service by newspapers (Time; May 14), Editor Ralph Mc- 
Gill wrote: “. . . There comes the disquieting feeling that the 
Pulitzer awards are, in some degree, at least, annually coming 
to have less and less meaning... 


“In (some) fields the committee followed the line of least 
resistance by splitting up the prizes into many sections. Cer- 
- tainly all of those so honored did well and merit honor... . But. 
surely, someone must have done the best job. ... We respectfully 
submit that the Pulitzer awards are being too often watered down 
and are losing meaning and prestige. Let’s have the winners, and 
not a lot of artificially conceived dead heats.” |

Many U. S. newsmen had reacted to the 1950 awards with a “ho- 
* hum.” One exception was John S. Knight’s Chicago Daily News. 
“It was a great year for distinguished work in the newspaper 
field,” glowed the News. But the News had special reason to 
* glow: the committee (with Committeeman Knight not voting) had 
handed out two awards to News correspondents and one to Knight’s 
Miami Herald.

Racing Pigeons Fine Pets, 


Wonderful Hobby, Says Owner 


J. W. (Billy) Wilson remembers when a friend of his father 
was offered 1,000 pounds for a racing pigeon. 

“That was when the pound was worth $5,” Billy says. That 
was 28 years ago when he lived in Newcastle-on-Tyne, England. 


His father’s friend wouldn't 
gell because a thoroughbred 
racing pigeon is as rare and hard 
to breed as a.race horse, accord- 
ing to Billy, who breeds them 
himself. 

Billy. can trace the pedigrees 
of his birds back generations. 
Their ancestors came from Bel- 
gium and England. 

The young birds start training 
at five weeks. 

“We let'them out of the loft 
to get used to their surroundings 
first. Then we start them on 
one-mile flights. Each day they 
fly farther,” he says. 

They are ready to race when 
they are five or six months old. 

Five of Billy’s birds raced 
from Charlotte to Atlanta Sun- 
day morning, 215 airline miles. 
They started at 7:30 in the 
morning and reached home, 59 
Eleventh St., N. E., at 12:40 
p. m. Billy figures his racers 
averaged 60 miles an hour.

Contemporary listeners who thought they had been 
hearing music the way it was written for lo these many 


years, are being shocked into 
recording companies. | 


Several albums released by the 
major makers during recent 


months have been hailed as unique 


im that they contained “accurate” | 


versions of old and widely known 
scores—versions ‘*at long ago 
supposedly had passed into disuse. 

The latest is a new recording of 
Rossini’s “11 Barbiere di Siviglia,” 
which has been released by Cetra-. 
Soria Records of Italy. The re- 
lease cites the fact that the “new 
thing” about the waxing is “that 
it is done the old way, the way 
Rossini wrote it and the way it’s 
never done any more, at least not 
in the United States, and rarely 
im Italy.” 

The “old way” finds a mezzo- 
soprano Guilietta Simionato 
singing the florid and difficult 
role of Rosina. as the composer 
intended. Modern versions give | 
the role te coloraturas who daz- 
gle audiences with cadenzas and | 
bravura singing. 

Cetra’s version also uses, in the 
Lesson Scebe, the music which 
Rossini composed for the occasion, 
the aria “L’Inutile Precauzione.” 
Today’s versions, as everybody 
knows, allow the sopranos to sing 
anything from “Home, Sweet 
Home” to the Mad Scene from 
“Lucia” or things even madder. 

Certainly the changes do noth- 
ing te detract from the Cetra ver- 
sion. As a matter of fact, they 
contribute, along with artistic 
singing by the whole cast, to make 
the Italian recording one of the 
best -yet produced on the great 
comedy. 

Joining Rosina in the cast are 
baritone Giuseppe Tadei, as Fig- 
aro; Luigi Infantino, as Count 
Almaviva: Carlo Badioli, bass, as 
Dr. Bartolo, and Antonio Cassi- 
nelli, as Don Basilio. 

The singers, chorus and orches- 
tra are conducted by Fernando 
Previtali, who is considered one of 
Italy's best conductors of the 
younger generation and a com- 
poser in his own right. 

This recording, done of three 
12-inch microgroove long-play- 
ing records, certainly should be 
heard and considered by any 
collector who plans to added 
“The Barber” to his library. It 
is an excellent work.
